The right being fomewhat advanced, firi

The town, confilting of abru 200 houfes, 
buil: fince the commencement of hulthities, 
was burnt ; and with it a large fupply of pro~ 
vifions, and a great guantity of orher prope 
erty, The enemy had fufficient no ice of our 
approach, to fend their wives and children 
acrofs the Alabama, which runs near the 
town E 

The next day was employed in deftroying 
another town, of 60 houfes & the boats of the 
enemy. Three Insvians, of f me é:ftindion, | 
were fell in with by a detachment, ana killed, 
cn the fame day.
